Doin'  What  Comes  Naturally 

Based  on  the  life  and  lyrics  of  Irving  Berlin 


If  the  dog  days  of  summer  have  got  you 
down,  there's  a  performance  at  the  Marion  Art 
Center  that's  guaranteed  to  lift  your  spirits.  "Doin' 
What  Comes  Naturally,"  an  original  musical  revue 
based  on  the  life  and  lyrics  of  Irving  Berlin,  kept  the 
audience  smiling,  whistling  and  singing  along  to 
classic  songs  such  as  "White  Christmas," 
"Alexander's  Ragtime  Band,"  "Easter  Parade,"  "God 
Bless  America," "Puttin'  on  the  Ritz"  to  name  just  a 
few.  "This  is  the  liveliest  and  most  fun  thing  we've 
ever  done,"  said  Paul  Sardinha,  who  directed  and 
conceived  the  idea. 

Irving  Berlin,  who  has  been  called  one  of  the 
"greatest  weavers  of  musical  spells,"  created  over 
3,000  songs,  yet  never  learned  to  play  the  piano 
properly.  "This  is  really  about  the  history  of 
America,"  said  Marion  Art  Center  director  Wendy 
Bidstrup.  Along  with  "God  Bless  America,"  Berlin 
wrote  patriotic  songs  like  "How  Deep  is  the  Ocean," 
"Always,"  and  "What'll  I  do..."  as  well  as  film 
scores  "Cheek  to  Cheek,"  and  many  more.  After  a 
grand-slam  entrance  with  the  hit  "There's  no 
business  like  show  business,"  by  the  cast,  Mr. 
Sardinha  kept  the  audience  entertained  with  his 
hysterical  version  of  "My  Wife's  Gone  to  the 
Country-Hurrah!  Hurrah! " 

After  singing  the  1909  version  he  updated 
the  song  much  to  the  audience's  delight.  The  1995 
version  goes  a  little  differently  and  is  from  the  wife's 
point  of  view.  "I've  come  back  from  the  country- 
Aha!Aha!  Now  I  see  things  clearly,  while  the  cat's 
away  the  mouse  will  play,  Aha!" 

Berlin,  whose  real  name  is  Israel  Balin,  wrote 
the  song  immediately  after  chatting  with  an  old 
friend  who  happily  told  him  his  wife  went-where 
else  but-to  the  country.  His  friend  wasn't  smiling 
later  though  when  his  wife  divorced  him. 

The  actors  sang  in  harmony;  each  voice 
complemented  the  next.  The  songs  were 
interspersed  with  vignettes,  dance  numbers  and 
skits  that  showcased  the  versatility  and  talents  of 
Berlin  and  the  Marion  Art  Center  cast. 

Sheryl  Miller,  who  has  returned  to  the 
Marion  Art  Center  after  a  five-year  absence, 
mesmerized  the  audience  with  her  unique  contralto 
voice.  One  of  the  most  touching  songs  she  sang  was, 
"Count  Your  Blessings,  instead  of  sheep.  If  you're 
worried  and  you  can't  sleep,  count  your  blessings 


instead  of  sheep..." 

Sheila  Furtado  blew  away  the  audience  with 
the  jazzy,  toe  tapping,  "Pack  your  sins  up  and  go  to 
the  devil."  "Oxygen,  oxygen,"  she  said  as  she  ran 
back  stage.  She's  an  accomplished  singer  and  actress 
and  is  making  her  second  appearance  at  the  Marion 
Art  Center. 

All  decked  out,  Brett  Outchcunis  and  Scott 
Simp  kin  dazzled  everyone  dancing  and  singing  to 
"Puttin'  on  the  Ritz."  Mr.  Outchcunis,  who 
choreographed  "Puttin'  on  the  Ritz,"  is  a 
sophomore  attending  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Amherst,  majoring  in 
communications.  He's  been  involved  in  the  Marion 
Art  Center  for  three  years. 

Scott  Simpkin  made  his  debut  at  the  Marion 
Art  Center  and  has  been  heard  on  stage  at 
University  of  Mass,  Dartmouth  in  Oklahoma,  The 
Music  Man  and  as  The  Phantom  in  last  summer's 
cabaret.  He  sang  "The  Girl  I  Love  is  on  a  Magazine 
Cover,  they've  painted  her  just  for  me."  The  women 
in  the  musical  pranced  across  stage,  popping  their 
heads  out  of  "magazine  covers"  such  as  Vogue, 
McCalls,  and  Harpers.  Ms.  Miller  appeared  on  the 
cover  of  the  Farmer's  Almanac,  blackened  teeth , 
farmer's  hat  and  all. 

Then  there  were  the  familiar  Broadway  Show 
songs  from  the  1940s  such  as  "Anything  you  can  do  I 
can  do  better,"  sung  by  Ms.  Donna 
Ramos-Wirzburger  and  Mr.  Sardinha.  The  two 
ended  in  a  show-down,  trying  to  outdo  one  another, 
naturally. 

"Anything  you  can  sing  I  can  sing  higher," 
sang  Ms.  Wirzburger.  They  went  back  and  forth  for

"Izzy"  as  he  was  called,  got  a  job  as  a  busboy  and  in 
time  graduated  to  the  role  of  a  "singing  waiter"  in 
Chinatown  .  He  learned  to  improvise  on  the  bar 
piano  and  at  the  age  of  19,  wrote  the  song,"  Marie 
from  Sunny  Italy."  Because  of  a  printing  error,  his 
name  on  the  song  appeared  as  Berlin  instead  of 
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RYDAN  LAWN  Co.

Balin.  He  was  married  in  1912,  but  lost  his  young 
bride  to  typhoid,  contracted  on  their  honeymoon  in 
Havana,  Cuba.  He  wrote  a  lyric  ballad  in  her 
memory,  "When  I  lost  you,"  which  sold  a  million 
copies.  He  never  learned  to  read  or  write  music  and 
composed  most  of  his  songs  in  F-sharp  major  for  the 
convenience  of  fingering  the  black  keys  of  the  scale. 
Berlin  was  drafted  into  the  U.S.  Army  but  didn't 
have  to  serve  in  military  action.  In  the  army  he  wrote 
a  musical  revue,  "Yip,  Yip,  Yaphank,"  which 
contained  one  of  his  most  famous  tunes,  "God  Bless 
America."

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original  show,  but  returned  to  glory  when  songster 
Kate  Smith  performed  it  in  1938.  The  song  became 
an  unofficial  American  anthem.  In  1925,  when  he 
was  37,  he  met  Ellin  Mackay,  the  daughter  of  the 
millionaire,  and  proposed  to  her.  The  two  eventually 
married,  even  though  her  father  threatened  to 
disinherit  her  if  she  married  a  Jewish  immigrant. 
Berlin,  himself  was  a  millionaire.  The  "yellow  press" 
of  New  York  devoted  columns  upon  columns  to  the 
romance.  When  the  stocks  fell,  it  was  Berlin  who 
helped  his  father-in-law  during  the  financial  debacle 
of  the  1920s.  They  were  married  for  62  years,  until 
Ellin  passed  on.  Berlin  was  extremely  generous  with 
his  enormous  earnings.  "God  Bless  America," 
brought  in  over  $673,939  in  royalties,  all  of  which 
was  donated  to  the  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  of  America. 
"White  Christmas,"  which  Berlin  wrote  for  a  motion 
picture,  "The  Holiday  Inn,"  became  a  sentimental  hit 
among  American  Troops  stationed  in  tropical  bases 
in  the  Pacific  during  World  War  II.  In  1954,  he 
received  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  for  his 
patriotic  songs.  He  died  at  the  age  of  101.

At  7:30  pm  Selectmen  met  with  Town 
Counsel  Thomas  Crotty,  Fire  Chief  Ronald  Scott  and 
Michael  Cote  from  Handex  of  New  England,  Inc.  to 
discuss  a  plan  to  recover  gasoline  released  during  a 
leak  from  an  underground  storage  tank  at  the  police 
department.  Mr.  Cote  gave  Selectmen  an  overview 
of  the  plan.  Handex  was  hired  to  design  a  system  to 
recover  the  gasoline.  "The  system  is  designed  to 
capture  what's  been  lost  and  recover  (gasoline)  from 
the  underground  storage  tank.  "  He  said  the 
technology  they  have  is  commonly  used  today  and 
is  most  appropriate  in  this  type  of  situation.  He  said 
the  entire  system  would  cost  $176,000  for  the 
complete  installation,  operation  and  maintenance  of 
the  system  for  one  year.

To  the  Editor: 

As  president  of  the  Old  Rochester  Track 
Foundation,  people  are  constantly  asking  me 
"How's  the  track  coming?"  I  would  like  to  provide 
an  update  of  our  attempts  to  provide  funding  for  a 
track  at  Old  Rochester  Regional  High  School.  Up  to 
date,  we  have  raised  almost  $44,000  and  received 
permission  to  use  up  to  $10,000  from  the  ORR  School 
Committee  for  the  design  of  the  new  facility.  The 
architectural  firm  of  Moriece  &  Gary,  an  extremely 
qualified  landscape  architectural  firm  from 
Boxborough,  has  been  hired  to  provide  the 
foundation  and  the  school  district  with  the  track 
design.  Meetings  have  already  been  held  with  track 
advisory  members  and  school  officials  to  determine 
our  needs  and  work  is  under  way  for  the  design.  By 
the  opening  of  school,  we  hope  to  have  not  only  a 
design,  but  a  model  of  the  proposed  new  facility  for 
all  to  see.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  foundation  to  have  a 
track  for  the  ORR  athletes,  the  Mattapoisett  Track 
Club  and  the  entire  tri-town  community  to  use 
sometime  in  the  Spring  of  1996. 

The  ultimate  design  will  determine  the  final 
costs,  but  it  is  estimated  we  need  between  $150,000 
and  $200,000  to  provide  the  type  of  facility  that  will
